reach the scene of the terrible conflict. The valor of the Belgians has 
been of so noteworthy a character that King Albert, in a spec ial order 
t» the army, highly commends the bravery of the defe nders, and says ‘ii 
it will live for ever in the history of the nation.

What does the future 
hold forth? 

Professor Magruder, of the Ohio 
State University, stated a few months 
ago that if all the gasoline engines in 
the country now in use Were to run 
at their rated horse~power for ten 
hours a day, the known gasoline sup- 
ply would last about thirty days. In 
other words, if the gasoline engines 
in use were run ay thelr maximum 
horse-power, the amount of gasoline 
available would be vufficient only te. 
run them one hour a day for about a 
year, 

This puts to rest the popular im- 
pression that the high price and low 
grade of present day gasoline is due, 
mainly, to trade combinations and 
articificial restriction. of output, Ai 
various meetings of ehgineering socie- 
ties he'd during the past few years, 
at which representatives of fuel pro- 
ducers were present, it was auihorita- 
tively demonstrated that the grade of 
fuel obtainable from crude petroieum 
must necessarily decrease in quality 
and increase in price-—-due to the re- 
stricted amount of available crude oil 
suitable for the production of gaso- 
line, li must also be considered that 
the increase in the number of engines 
using gasoline means an increase in 
the quantity of lubricatus, oil neces- 


sary for the operation not only of 
these engines, but other machines, 
contrivances and devices used for 
industrial and household puryoNea 


Differently expressed, the production 
of lubricating oil from crude ol! has 
also served to reduce the quantity of 
crude material available for the 
manufacture of gasoline 

Result of Low Grade Gasoline. 

In the old days only the more vola- 
tile vapors obtained in the distillation 
of petroleum oils were known as gaso- 
line and used as fuel, but necessity 
| has compelled the refiners to-gradual- 
| ly include with this more volatile pro- 
| duct the less volatile materials in the 
crude oil—approaching kerosene 
; With the result that today the fuel ob 
j tained is mare like kerosene than 
| what a few years ago was generally 
(known by the name of gasoline- 
causing troubles familiar to all motor- 
| ists, among which may be mentioned 
the difficulty in starting and the 
necessity of “nursing” the motor until 
it and the carbureting system have 
reached a sufficiently high tempera- 
ture to vaporize the fuel. The colder |

Method of Obtaining Gasoline, 

A brief reference to the methods of 
; producing gasoline from petroleum 
will not be arniss, There are several 


the American product and producing 
about 40 per cent. of the total supply 
of the United States. It has not 
been many years since it produced 60 
per cent. of the total supply. The 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois fields are 
decreasing (they never did vroduce 
as much gasoline as those of Pennsyl- 
vania), while the California and 
Mexico olls contain such a small 
quantity of gasoline constituents that 
it is impracticable to refine them 
commercially, 

The process of obtaining gasoline 
from crude oil consists of heating the 
crude oil, retaining the resultant va- 
pors and condensing them, The va- 
pors given off at the lower tempera- 
tures are called gasoline, The vapors 
obtained at a slightly higher tempera- 
ture are called benzine and at a still 
higher temperature, kerosene.

The first speeding case to be 
in New York City by a jury has re- 
sulted in a victory for an automobile 
owner and it only took the jury five 
minutes to acquit him after the 
magistrate had fined him $50. 

Silas Axtell, an attorney, was the 
defendant. It seems that the whole

case revolved around the 
hour at 


whether going 18 miles an 
ten o'clock at night, when the street 
was empty of any traffic, was really 
breaking the law. The officer claim- 
ed he was going 26 miles an hour, 
Mr. Axtell proved he was going 18 
miles an hour. The magistrate then 
fined him $50 for exceeding a speed 
! f 15 mfles an hour Mm the crowd- 
ed section of the city, with the per- 
mission of an appeal. Mr. Axtell’s 
evidence that the street was practi- 
cally empty of any traffic was ruled 
out. ’ 

The appeal came yesterday before 
Judge Crain in General Sessions and 
the owner was acquitted. The judge 
stated that a speed of 15 to 20 miles 
an hour is safe when the streets are 
not crowded and when the driving is 
not reckless.
